It is practical proof of the benefit of 


the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change to its members that the propor- 
tion of the orange crop which it has 
had to market has increased 
every 


year since it adopted its present meth- 
od of selling its fruit by its own 
agents in the consumers* markets. It 
is a factj notwithstanding the larger 
movement of growers from outside to 
inside, that some have from time to 
time gone out of the Exchange; but it 
is, a more significant fact that a good 
proportion of those very ones haveagain 
come inside. 
Unless we admit that 


orange growers lack common intelli- 
gence, this continuing and increasing 
movement among them toward the 
Exchange is evidence of its actual, 
realized, practical advantage to its 
members. 


But as men who do not lack common 


intelligence like to determine their 
own actions for themselves, let me tell 
those who want to know why it would 
be better to sell through the Exchange 
how they may easily learn facts, from 
the records, not from hearsay, that 
will settle the question. 


Mr. H. E. Chesebro is the manager 


of the Covina Fruit Exchange, having 
resigned his position with the Covina 
Citrus Association.

There is nothing mysterious about 


their getting more. 
All buyers to sell 


again, all 
middle men, expect to 


make a profit. It is tlieir right. Some- 
times they fail. Usually they make 
their profit or they could not continue 
In business. That profit might come 
from their getting higher prices than 
the Exchange, but they do not get 
higher prices. 
The profit might come 


from their shipping and selling at less 
cost, but their cost of shipping is no 
less, tand of selling is greater. The 
only other way to make their profit is 
by paying less for the fruit they buy. 
The profit which the middle men in- 
tend to make and usually do make is 
received every year by members of 
the Associations in the Exchange in 
the form of larger average returns for 
their entire crop. 


In some instances, where the buyer 


has misjudged the coming market, 
sellers butslde the Exchange.have re- 
ceived more for that part of their fruit 
which the buyer could not avoid tak- 
ing than they would have got in the 
Exchange—that is, they have received 
it,if the buyer was wealthy and honest 
enough to stand his losses—but taking 
it by and large, one year with another, 
the growers in the Exchange get for 
their fruit the prices which tHe middle- 
men would pay, and also the profits 
which the middlemen would make. 


It is a good time, now, to investi- 


gate the claims above made and to de- 
cide whether to get inside the citrus 
ark of-safety or to speculate longer 
among outside storms.

Mr. L. A. Waddell, in his book, "Among 


the Himalayas," describes the crossing 
of the Teesta rlrer on a rickety bamboo 
bridge. 
The bridge, always dangerous, 


was at that time a mere ragged skeleton 
of Itself and, to mnko matters worse, 
was slippery with green slime. 
Such 


bridges are usually rebuilt once In two 
years, but this one had evidently not 
been touched for much longer than that, 
Un this narrow, tottering structure, open 
at the Bides, Mr. Waddoll had to cross 
over the turbulent, rapid river, 300 feet 
wide and 70 feet below the bridge. 


The instant you step on such bridges 
icy recoil from you and swing and shake 
i an alarming way, rolling from side to 
do and pitching like a ship in a storm.

Yet one must keep his eye upon the 
ingle bamboo overhanging the abyss and 
nd a shaky footing upon it, since to miss 
t means certain death. 


I was a quarter of the way over per- 


iaps when, as I stepped from one bam* 
joo to the next, it tilted up, and I could 
ee that most of those In front were lying 
oose and disjointed in their V slings. 
They had been broken away by the pass- 
ng of the person who had preceded me. 
. could not swing round to go back. For- 
ward was my only course. 
I went on with long strides to get ft 
oothold on this shaking, swinging line of 
slimy bamboos. 
After each step I had 


to half close my eyes to counteract the 
jiddy feeling of the upward rush of the 
jridge. It was a creepy, ghastly process.
